~ Бтв: —I have the honor to submit herewith my report showing 


the condition of the militia of the Territory for the past two 
years. 


My predecessor reported December 31, 1892, that the ef- 
fective militia consisted of one regiment of cavalry and one of 
infantry, consisting altogether of eleven companies, By gen- 
eral orders dated December 29, 1893, the First Regiment of 
Cavalry was disbanded, except that two troops of that regiment 
were attached to the First Regiment of Infantry. Since that 
date Company A, First Infantry, at Gallup, has disbanded and 
acompany of cavalry has been organized at Aztec; therefore, 
the present effective militia of the Territory consists of five 
companies of infantry, located at Santa Fe, Las Vegas, Taos, 
Albuquerque and Roswell; and three mounted companies, lo- 
cated at Laguna, Tierra Amarilla and Aztec, all under the com- 
mand of Colonel Walter G. Marmon, as shown in Exhibit A at- 
tached to this report. From the latest returns I find that the ` 
active and efficient force of our militia consists of twenty-four 
officers and 401 enrolled members. At least one-half of these 
companies are in good condition, and the balance would be in a 
similar condition, except for reasons which I will explain here- 
after. The band of the First Regiment was organized during 
the last year, with a leader and nineteen men, and is located at 
Albuquerque. 
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FINANCIAL, 
The United States annually appropriates $400,000, under 
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an act amending section 1661, U. S. Revised Statutes, to рго- 
vide arms and equipments for the militia. Й 

For several years the sum assigned to New Mexico was 
$3,000 per annum, but in some unaccountable manner the 
amount for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1894, was cut 
down to $1,000. This matter was called to the attention’ of 
Hon. Antonio Joseph, and through his efforts the sum “was in- 
creased for the present fiscal year to $4,000. Of this amount 
51,679.67 has been expended for uniforms, tents, ordnance 
and ordnance stores, and the balance of $2,320.33 remains on 
hand, against which amount requisitions have already been 
drawn for needed supplies. 

The last Territorial Legislature made appropriations of 
$1,000 each for the 44th and 45th fiscal years, “For the mili- 
tia fund, including salary and office rent of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral and all other necessary expenses incurred by the Territory 
under the laws in reference to militia and perfecting muster 
rolls of volunteers during the rebellion in New Mexico, under 
the direction of the Governor and Adjutant General.” The 
amount received from the Territory has been expended as 
shown in Exhibit D. 


MUSTER ROLLS, DISCHARGES, ETC. 


There aie now on file in this office the records of service of 
0,482 officers and soldiers who served in New Mexico during 
Indian wars prior to 1861 and during the war of the rebellion. 
These valuable papers, which have only recently been restored 
to the office, are indexed and filed in such a manner that they 
can be readily referred to. For their better preservation they 
are encased in strong manilla envelopes which are numerically 
numbered to correspond with the numbers of the index regis- 
ter. There are also on file 274 discharges of soldiers, and 
fifty-two discharges have been returned to their proper own- 
ers. In seventy-five cases where applications have been made 


certificates of service have been issued to coldiers or their rep- 


resentatives, and in twenty-two cases where no records have 
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been found certificates were issued accordingly. The impor- 
tance of safely retaining these papers is very evident, and for 
that purpose I have purchased a fire-proof safe,. paying there- 
for on account $194, leaving a balance due of $97. Thave the 
honor to recommend that the next Legislature be requested to 
make the necessary appropriation to cover this- expenditure. 

The work upon muster rolls and records is not by any means 
completed, and T trust you will recommend that this matter 
may also be looked after by the Legislature. ,

MILITIA LAWS. 


Here I desire to strongly call the attention of Your Excel- 
lency to the fact that we haye, in éffect, no militia law, Title 
25, chapter 1, of the Compiled Laws of 1884 is all the law in 
force in relation to the militia of this Territory, and that pro- 
vides that all volunteers called out “shall be subject to the 
rules and regulations established for the government of the 
army of the United States.” (Sec, 1554, C. 1. 1884.) Such 
volunteers, not exceeding 1,000, are so called out by the Gov- 
ernor, * whenever in his opinion the public necessities shall re- 
quire it” * ж ж “for the protection of the lives and 
property of the citizens of this Territory." (Sec. 1552, C. L. 
1884.) Hence it follows that “tlre rules and regulations estab- 
lished for the government of the arm$ of the United States" 
are only applicable in the event of active duty of such-volun- 
teers; but we have no law applicable to- independent military 
companies in time of peace, or, for that matter, in time of war, 
riot or insurrection. For this reason the officers of our several 
militia organizations are powerless to enforce discipline in cases 
of necessity. This Territory has thus far made no appropria- 
tion for the support of her militia, and while it is expected the 
different organizations and members thereof will obey all or- 
ders of yourself as commander-in-chief, to the extent of 
giving up their lives if required, stil the different com-- 
panies have had to pay out of the pockets of their members all 
expenses, such as armory rent, fuel, lighting, janitor, transpor- 
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tation and even freight charges for transportation of ordnance 
and ordnance stores, clothing and camp equipage. On Feb- 
ruary 22, 1894, an inspection and review of the militia was 
had at Santa Fe, pursuant to general orders, and for the reason 
that all of the militia organizations of the Territory, with the 
exception of Companies G, First Regiment Infantry, “New 
Mexico Militia, were unable to pay transportation charges to 
and from Santa Fe, none attended excepting Company G, 
of Albuquerque, and Company В, of Santa Ес. This state of 
affairs is certainly most unjust to the militia of this Territory, 
and it is respectfully submitted that the Legislature would per- 
form but long delayed justice in passing a proper militia law, 
to the end that discipline in the militia can be enforced, and in 
such law appropriating sufficient to defray the expenses above 
referred to. It is respectfully submitted the Territory should 
take pride in ber militia and be as ready to assist it as she is 
to call upon it when in distress, and never has that call been 
made in vain. 

For your further consideration I transmit herewith four 
exhibits: 

Exhibit À, showing the roster of officers. 

Exhibit B is a list of 274 discharges on file in this office, 
subject to the eall of their owners or their legal represent- 
atives. They are of value, either to perfect title to pen- 
sions and back pay or to preserve as family records, to show 
good deeds well done. 

Exhibit C, showing the available stores on hand in the Ter- 
ritorial armory. 

Exhibit D, showing an itemized account of expenditures 
for the past two years. 

The report to the Adjutant General and the returñs to the 
Chief of Ordnance and Quartermaster General for 1893 were 
forwarded to Washington January 23, 1894. .The returns for 
1894 have this day been forwarded.
